4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance of claims 18-29. 

For independent claim 18 the prior art of record does not disclose or clearly suggest a 
device for measuring the position, the path or the angle of rotation of an object, comprising 

at least two code discs driven via reduction gears of the material measure, 

wherein the code discs (3, 4, 5) are coaxially disposed and have axially mutually offset 
gears (30, 40, 45, 50), 

characterized in that the gears (30, 40, 45, 50) of all of the code discs (3, 4, 5) are of 
annular configuration, in that the code discs are mounted one against the other such that they are 
freely rotatable, in that the code tracks (34, 44, 54) of the angle codings of the code discs (3, 4, 5) 
are located in a single plane on concentrically disposed annular discs (33, 43, 53) in the free 
interior of the gears (30, 40, 45, 50), 

in combination with the remaining limitations of the claim. 

Claims 19-29 recite limitations which, in combination with allowed claim 18, render the 
dependent claims allowable.
